The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason 
for the allowance of claims 1 and 17 is the inclusion of the base having a tab, the tab projecting 
into the aperture and having a hole for receiving a fastener, the sides of the base supporting a 
locking section having a locking ledge on the outside of the side at the top and a locking ramp 
above the top of the side which slopes downwardly to the locking ledge, and a top member 
having sides that support a locking bar extending into the aperture that locks over a locking ledge 
of the base. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed features absent the 
applicant's own disclosure.
